The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 8-10 each recites the limitation "said valve member" in line 1 and 2. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claims. 

Claim 1 1 recites the limitation "said flange members" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 7, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Baron et al. 

Member 60 defines a first chamber to with the nursing nipple 14 is attached while 
member 12 defines a second chamber with an attachment means at 20 having a valve 
means, as claimed. Note that 32 defines a projection portion projecting outwardly with 
respect to the valve means defined by the opening. Note also the sealing lip at 66. 

4. Claims 1 , 2, 4 and 6-10 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wagner. 

Note the embodiment in Figure 9 with a slide valve with members 18B„20B 
defining a first chamber to which the nipple 46 is attached, member 26B defines 
attachment means with a valve means connecting the first and second chamber which 
is defined by 12B. 66B.68B define projecting portions disposed outwardly of the 
attachment means while members 72B defines flanges or sealing lips. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2, 4 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Newton in view of Wagner. 
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Newton in Figures 13-15 also teaches a slide valve in a nursing container to 
control fluid flow. To have secured the valve arrangement as a separate member to 
which the nipple is attached so that it might be used with other nursing containers would 
have been obvious in view of such teaching by Wagner. 

6. Claims 3, 5 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claims 1 and 8 above, and further in view of 
Okerstrum. 

To have provided the valve with a flexible member and resilient flange members 
as taught by Okerstrum at 22 and 26 to prevent spilling would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Soltesz et al, Chaffin, Griesinger, Hinz, Jr, Green, Liu et al and 
Holley, Jr. et al who containers with valves .
